All 
other definitions, as identified in Group I of the present restriction requirement, is to remain 
the same. 
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Applicants respectfully request rejoinder of the method and process claims of equal scope 
upon a finding of allowable compound claims. Applicants also request that the Examiner 
identify the scope of the search in the next paper in order for applicants to identify non- 
elected subject matter. Applicants reserve the right to file in one or more divisional
